In the death of lion. Uichard II. Stan- 
ton, which occurred yesterday shortly 

after r.Ni'clock, Kcntiii'ky loses one of licr 
most distinguished lawyers and .Muysville 
one of her old and most highly honored 
citizens. 

The (leccasfil iiad been in lailiuj^ liealtli 
for several years. The decline was slow 
at iirat, but his once vigorous constitution 
gradually yielded to disease and advanc- 
mgage. 

A year or so ago he was taken down 
.with some disease of the heart, which 

was followed by a dropsical alfi'ction of 
the lower extremities. From that on he 
was' never able to leave his home. He 

>;radiially grew frt blcr with cacli re- 
curring day. Kecently there was a 
marked change for the worse. His con- 
dition became very critical early this 
week and his children were summoned 
to his bedside. All realized that the end 
was fast approaching. The dying man, 
surrounded by his family, lingered on 
the shores of the rtver of death until yes- 
terday at 12:40 p. m., when he peacefully 
breathed his last, and passed over to the 
other side, in eternity 

From the Biographical Encyclopedia of 
Kentucky, published in 1878, are gleaned 
soiiie iiUi i'estin<; facts as to the life of the 
deceased and his public services : 

Hon. Richard H. Stanton, lawyer and 
law writer, was a son of Hichanl and 
Harriet Perry Stanton, and was born 
September 9, 1812, at Alexan.lria, liien 
in tlie District of ('obinibia. His father 
wa.s of Hn^lisli oriuiu, a .Maryiatnlei' liy 
birth, jiarticipateil in the war of lsr_', 
was a l>ricklayer by pursuit and died at 
Memiihis, Teim., in 184«. The mother 
of Judge .'^tantoM was u mitiv*- of the Dis- 
trict of ('olumbia, and daughter of Alex- 
ander Perry, a sohlier in the war of the 
Hevobitioii. Kiciianl 11. Stanton waseij- 
ucated at Hullowell .\cu<lemy, in his na- 
tive town. Hh assisted his father at his 
trade for several yeai-, l>iit s|irnt much 
of his leisure in reading law, having 
early decided on entering the legal pro- 
fession. In l^">") lie came to Keiitueky, 
stopping for u few iiionths in Flemings- 
burg, but subseiiuently locatinj: at Mays- 
ville, where he resided afterwards. 

He editeil the ' Maysville Monitor" 
until 1H41, in the meantime, liiiishiuK 
his law studies, he was adnutted to the 
bar in is;i!», an<l in 1H41, he entered reg- 
ularly upon the prjictin' oi the law. In 
later years, he an«l a Mr. Marshall pub- 
lished the Maysville Express, and after- 
wards he was i-c lit., r of the lil l.l.KTIN for 
some time. He wuu also tendered the 
position of editor of one of the leading 
papers of Looisville at one time, but .de- 
clined. 

In 1845, he was appointe«l postmaster 
of Maysville, then a distributing office, 
by President Polk, and held the position 
until 1849. In that year he was elected 
t.) Conirress and wss re-elo<'ted in 
and again in 1853. During his first term 
in Congress, ho was Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Grounds and Build- 
ings, and was mainly instrumental in 
the construction of the dome, ami other- 
wise improving the Capitoh .During his 
second term, on account of Ms sncoessfnl 
interest in the w..ri< of improvement, a 
gold watch was prescutod to him by the 
mechanifs engaged ; during his laatterm, 
he was Chairnum of the Committee on 
Elections and also of the .Si)ocial Com- 
mittee on the Military Supervision of 
(;ivil Works, and succeeded in renu)ving 
the military supervisio;i of mechanics at 



the iirmorie.s ni Harper's Ferry aii.l 
Springfield, and subatitnting civil super- 
intendence. 

In l.s.")?, he was ap|M>inted Common- 
wealth's Attorney for what was then the 
Tenth Judicial District. He was eleeU'd 
tothesanie |>.)sition in IS-jS, and held it 
until 18(i'.', when lie resi«ne<l. In lS«i.s, 
he was elected Judge of the Circuit Court 
for this the Fourti>enth Judicial District, 
anil servi'd the full term of six years. 

lie was a niend>er of the Baltimore 
convention, of 18-M, that nominaf<'d 
.lames K. I'ulU for I'r. -i.l. lit. aii.i wa- 
also a mend)er of the Baltimore conven- 
tion, of 18.V2, that nominatol Franklin 
Pieri'e I'of I'n si.Ii iit. II.- «a- a meinl. r 
of the I'nioti convi'iili.iii wliich met ai 
Philadelphia in lst.(i; also of the New 
York convention which nominatetl Sey- 
mour for I'ri'siilent in isiis. 

In 1H.')0 he was Presi.lential electoral.. I 
cast the vote of his district for Janie- 
Buchainin. 

As a law writei', no man in Kentii. kx 
is better known. Among his publishe.l 
works are: "Civil and Criminal Co«le oi 
Kentucky;" " Iteviscl Siatiit(>s of Ken- 
tucky;" "Powers and Duties of Justices 
of the Peace, Clerks of Courts and Other 
Officers;" "Manual for Fxeeiitors, Ad- 
ministrators and IjuurdiauH," and "Com- 
plete Digest of the Decisions of the Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals, from 1706 to 
1877." 

Judge Stanton was always a Denioi-rat, 
unswerving; in his fealty to his party. 
He was one of the pioneers of Democracy 
in this section. 

He was a voluminous and indefatigable 
writer, an able and sncccssful lawyer and 
made for himself u record of which any 
one inight well feel proud, and a place 
anion;; the most distinguished men of his 
profession in the State.
